With  the  open-housing  rec¬ 
ommendation  approved  by  the 
Boaid  of  Regents  last  Tues¬ 
day,  students  meetinig  certain 
specifications  can  now  live  off 
campus  in  unapproved  housing 
starting  with  the  1969  summer 
session. 

Open  housing  is  defined  as  a 
student’s  freedom  to  choose 
the  place  in  which  he  or  she 
lives  with  the  right  to  I’ent, 
lease,  or  own  any  housing  fa¬ 
cility  within  or  outside  the  city 
limitB  of  Maryville. 

People  wishing  to  live  in 
such  housing  must  be  at  least 
21  years  old  and  cannot  be  on 
social  probation.  Students  who 
have  signed  previous  housing 
contracts  are  ineligible. 
Probation  Alters  Eligibility' 

If  a  student  goes  on  social 
probation  during  the  time  he  is 
residing  in  open  housing,  he 
Win  be  required  to  move  into 
approved  housing  untU  his  pro¬ 


bation  status  is  removed.  In¬ 
eligible  students  who  live  in 
open  housing  will  be  subject 
to  disciplinary  action.  False 
entries  on  official  documents 
will  also  constitute  an  addition-, 
al  charge  which  could  result  in 
dismissal  from  school. 

Students  requesting  open 
housing  s'hptild  notify  the  dean 
of  students  at  least  15  days 
ahead  of  the  semester  so  that 
their  eligibility  can  be  verified. 
The  parents  of  students  mak¬ 
ing  this  request  will  be  sent  an 
informative  letter  stating  the 
college’s  policy  about  such 
housing. 

A  Housing  Appeal  Board  was 
established  by  the  Regents  to 
examine  possible  cases  when 
exceptions  to  the  eligibility  reg¬ 
ulations  could  be  made  be¬ 
cause  of  unusual  circumstanc¬ 
es.  This  board  will  consist  of 
the  dean  of  students,  the  dean 
of  men,  the  dean  of  women, 


and  three  students  chosen  by 
the  Student  Senate  with  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  college  president. 
Further  Changes  Approved 

Beginning  with  the  semester 
of  1970,  students  acquiring  sen¬ 
ior  status  (80  hours)  will  be 
allowed  to  live  in  open  housing 
if  facilities  permit. 

The  recommendations  were 
drawn  up  by  the  open-housing 
committee  of  the  Senate, 
headed  by  John  F.  Thompson, 
Creston.  Senate  members  and 
administrators  of  student  af¬ 
fairs  met  to  discuss  and  ap¬ 
prove  the  plan  that  was  finally 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Re¬ 
gents. 

The  Regents  also  approved 
a  proposal  to  change  senior 
key  eligibility  to  include  wom¬ 
en  who  have  completed  at  least 
80  academic  hours,  who  are 
regularly  enrolled  graduate 
students,  or  who  have  reached 
the  age  of  21.

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Schoenman  Condemns  Capitalists 


Imperialism  and  exploitation 
motivated  by  the  American 
capitalistic  system  was  a  main 
theme  of  Ralph  Schoenman’s 
lecture  Wednesday  in  the  Un-, 
ion  ballroom. 

Mr.  Schoenman  spoke  on  the 
nature  of  American  policy, 
which  in  his  opinion  is  controll¬ 
ed  by  capitalism.  This  discus¬ 
sion  was  related  to  the  strug¬ 
gle  in  Vietnam  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  Vietnamese  and 
what  is  to  be  done. 

The  speaker  gave  facts  and 
quoted  many  voices  of  power 
to  back  has  belief  that  the 
United  States  is  in  Vietnam  for 
capitalistic  gain  from  the  vast 
natural  resources  of  Asia. 

“We  are  not  in  Vietnam  by 
accident,  and  we  won’t  leave 


by  accident,”  Schoenman  de¬ 
clared. 

Schoenman  pointed  out  that 
underdeveloped  countries 
might  well  be  called  “over  ex¬ 
ploited.”  Referring  to  huge 
amounts  of  hoarding  and 
mass  waste  in  this  country, 
Schoenman  analogized,  “Like 
vultures,  the  handful  of  the 
rich  fasten  on  the  poor,  ex¬ 
ploited,  and  oppressed.” 

He  holds  that  the  perpetua¬ 
tion  of  the  arms  race  is  for 
its  own  sake  because  of  the 
many  people  in  this  country 
that  gain  their  livelihood  from 
military  areas. 

Mr.  Schoenman  emphasized 
that  the  struggle  in  Vietnam 
will  not  end  until  occupation 
of  the  country  by  outside  forc¬ 


es  ends.  He  called  the  strug¬ 
gle  a  “vicious  rehearsal”  for 
other  outbreaks  in  the  world. 

The  world  market  was  nam¬ 
ed  as  the  agency  of  exploita¬ 
tion  by  Schoenman.  Racism,  ire

believes,  is  the  basic  principle 
the  American  capitalistic  sys¬ 
tem  operates  on  in  oppression 
of  these  people. 

What  is  to  be  done?.  “The 
system  must  be  smashed,” 
Schoenman  explained.  “.Power 
must  be  restored  to  people  to 
end  this  kind  of  war,”  he  add¬ 
ed. 

Schoenman’s  proposed  new 
system  would  consist  of  putting 
resources,  both  human  and  ma¬ 
terial,  to  work  for  different 
ends.  He  spoke  of  mass  dem¬ 
onstrations  and  creating  un¬ 
derstanding  of  a  situation  and 
then  acting  on  the  understand¬ 
ing. 

Speaking  from  basically  an 
economic  viewpoint,  Schoen¬ 
man  presented  his  ideology  to 
an  MSG  audience  that  showed 
mixed  reactions.  He  did  indeed 
support  his  very  firm  .beliefs 
with  facts  that  lield  his  audi¬ 
ence  well  beyond  the  time  al¬ 
lotted  for  his  prepared  lo^tura.

On  Campus  Government 


A  poll  taken  recently  ques¬ 
tioned  MSC  students  about 
their  opinions  and  criticisms  of 
local  campus  government.  As 
a  result,  some  interesting  facts 
were  brought  to  light.

“Who  are  the  officers  and 
what  are  they  doing?” 

Officers  Arc  Appraised 

Student  opinion  of  officers 
varied  from  statements  of 
praise  to  adverse  criticism.  A 
feeling  that  officers  do  not  al¬ 
ways  live  up  to  what  is  ex¬ 
pected  of  them  prevailed.  Al¬ 
so,  students  felt  that  some  of¬ 
ficers  do  not  reaUy  try  to  rep¬ 
resent  all  of  their  constituente, 
but  only  cliques  or  social  or- 
gi^^Jiisations. 

Some  of  the  comments  fol¬ 
low: 

“The  officers  should  repre¬ 
sent  the  whole  student  body, 
not  just  one  certain  group.  The 
one  man  -  one  vote  doctrine 
should  prevail  on  campus.” 

“I  feel  that  there  are  too 
many  Greeks  —  it’s  unpropor¬ 
tional  representation!” 

“The  officers  are  too  involv¬ 
ed  in  themselves  and  not  in¬ 
volved  with  the  people  they 
represent.” 

“Officers  seem  to  be  out  for 
personal  acknowledgment  or 
advancement.”

End  to  Their  ^Busy  Work' 


A  favorite  pastime  of  most 
Americains  seems  to  be  the 
practice  of  complaining,  and 
MSC  students  frequently  exer¬ 
cise  this  freedom  along  with 
other  patJTMis  of  the  art. 

To  see  if  at  least  one  aspect 
of  college  life  deserves  such 
criticism,  the  Missourian  re¬ 
cently  conducted  a  poll  on 
events  that  students  are  re¬ 
quired  to  attend  outside  regu¬ 
lar  classroom  work.

f  Revision  and  revamping  have  always  been  important 
I  aspects  in  progress  on  the  American  scene. 

I  Is  it,  ther^ore,  any  wonder  that  revision  has  become 
an  important  move  toward  progress  on  the  MSC  campus  and 
in  particular  concerning  regulations  in  the 'women’s  resi¬ 
dence  halls? 

It  is  true  that  since  women  have  resided  on  campus, 
rules  have  been  established  to  set  a  specific  pattern  of  do’s 
and  don’t’s.  Rules  have  changed  to  coincide  with  the  prog¬ 
ressive  times  as  has  been  illustrated  by  a  liberalization  of 
dress  for  women  in  the  cafeteria  and  in  the  library. 

The  senior  key  system,  devised  by  the  Associated  Wom¬ 
en  Students,  has  been  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  cer¬ 
tainly  should  not  be  a  stopping  point. 

Women,  both  senior  class  and  lower,  who  have  shown 
they  are  able  to  accept  the  responsibilities  that  go  along  .

Food  processing  is  serving 
a  duisd  pui'pose  on  the  MSC 
campus  —  training  men  as 
dairy  technicians  and  furnish¬ 
ing  food  to  be  consumed  here. 

The  agriculture  department 
has  instolled  a  $130,000  dairy 
production  plant,  with  one-half 
of  the  equipment  cost  paid  by 
federal  vocation  funds. 

Started  in  February,  the 
College  Farm  has  been  proc¬ 
essing  milk  three  days  a  week 
with  an  output  of  2,000  gallons 
weekly.  Next  month  they  wiU 
prepare  other  dairy  products. 
Production  will  continue  every 
montli  of.the  year  except  Au¬ 
gust.  Some  of  the  products  whl 
be  sold  to  the  MSC  cafeterias.

■grees,  it  is  returned  to  the  bal¬ 
ance  tank  for  reprocessing. 
Otherwise,  it  is  sent  to  the  re¬ 
generator  section.  There  the 
hot  milk  is  cooled  by  the  in¬ 
coming  cooler  raw  milk. 

From  the  regenerator  the 
65  degrees  Fahrenheit  pas¬ 
teurized  milk  is  cooled  by 
ice  water  to  38  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  flows  onward 
into  a  500  gallon  pasteur¬ 
ized  storage  vat,  and  is 
then  packaged  into  six  gal¬ 
lon  poly-lined  boxes  for  use 
in  the  Union. 

Most  of  the  equipment  is 
cleaned  automatically.  The 
equipment  is  first  rinsed  free 
of  milk  solids  and  then  washed 
with  alkali  solution.  After¬ 
wards  it  is  rinsed  and  washed 
with  an  acid  cleaner  and  rins¬ 
ed  again. 

The  equipment  is  sanitized 
Just  prior  to  starting  produc¬ 
tion.  Approximately  800  gal¬ 
lons  of  water  are  used  for  one 
-complete  clean-up.  The  plant 
is  inspected  periodically  by  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration 
and  State  Heidtii  Agencies. 

The  mUk  does  not  come  in 
contact  with  air  or  unsterile 
equipment  from  the  time  it 
leaves  the  balance  tank  until 
it  is  dispensed  into  a  glass  for 
drinldng. 

MSC  is  offering  a  combina¬ 
tion  on-campus,  on-the-job  2- 
year  dairy  technician  program 
to  be  conducted  cooperatively 
■with  the  dairy  industry.  It  re¬ 
quires  20-25  class  hours  per 
week  each  semester.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  classroom  work,  stu¬ 
dents  have  on-the-job  training 
in  tiie  processing  plant. 

The  entire  operation  of  proc¬ 
essing  milk,  ice  cream,  and 
hard  and  soft  cheese  is  taught.

Seniors  at  MSC

Four  hundred  MSC  seniors 
are  student  teaching  in  46  pub¬

Elementary  and  secondary 
level  practice  teachers  are  on 
the  block  plan  for  eight  weeks, 
but  elementary  majors  may 
student  teach  the  entire  semes¬ 
ter  for  15  -  credit  hours.

The  Education  and  Psychol¬ 
ogy  Divisions  of  MSC  will  of¬ 
fer  a  six  -  hour  course  during 
the  summer  session  which  will 
fulfill  the  student  -  teaching  re¬ 
quirement  for  experienced  ele¬ 
mentary  and  secondary  teach¬ 
ers. 

The  new  concept  in  student- 
teaching  will  provide  the  en- 
rollees  with  intensive  labora¬ 
tory  experiences  and  bring 
them  up  to  date  on  new  meth¬ 
ods,  media,  and  patterns  of  in¬ 
structional  organization.' 

Analysis  of  the  era-ollees’ 
present  teaching  methods  in 
order  to  discover  strengths 
and  weaknesses  will  be  made 
in  the  laboratory.
